The ser­ 
mon w as by Rev. M ann, and afte r lie 
concluded the president w as invited to 
speak and did so.

The president’s party presented 
a 
picturesque appearance as it cam e up. 
All w ere on horseback, and they w ere 
dressed

clothes. 
Roosevelt’s hat w as w hat is known as 
the “slouch." 
H e w ore it pulled over 
his eyes and it w as badly out of shape. 
H is jacket w as sheep-lined duck, his 
trousers of duck, tied al>out his ankles 
w ith strong cord.

most serious phase o f the trouble is 
tin* aggressiveness of the packers and 
ice dealers, who have decided that they 
will stand with the members of the 
Employers’ association 
and demand 
that their teamsters make delDeries 
where the firm employing them desires 
such deliveries U> he made. 
It " as 
decided by the packers and ice deal­ 
ers that they would issue orders for 
deliveries to boycotted firms, and that 
if anv team ster declined to make them 
h e i" to l„ - instantly d isch arg e. This 
means a lookout, for the men have *1 
ready declared that they will not make 
such deliveries. 
Mavor Dunne has issued a proclama­ 
tion in which ho says that crowds of 
persons, “ out of curiosity or other mo 
tires" are following “ certain wagons 
in which are seated armed men" con­ 
gesting the streets and causing “ dan­ 
ger of altercation.” he requests that 
this following l>e stopped. 
He warns

Because H illiam and 
Harry Grady, picture frame 
makers, 
were supposed by the strikers to be 
doing business with Montgomery Ward 
& Co. (which, however, they were not) 
they were attacked, shot and seriously 
wounded The horses of the Employ 
ers’ Teaming company were stampeded 
from the stables by a mob of 500 strik­ 
ers. This was a gross violation of the 
United States court injunction, and the 
names of 
the strikers 
involved have 
been secured, and they will have to an­ 
sw er to J udge Ivohlsaat. 
As to the rest the dowu-town streets 
were crowded with heavily laden w ag ­ 
ons and trucks, giving the city a week­ 
day api^earanoe. 
Believing the tight 
now going on for supremancy to be a 
protracted one the business men of the 
city took advantage of the suspension 
of regular business to procure an extra 
supply of material and supplies. Every 
available team and even one-horse ve­ 
hicles were brought into use during 
the day for the purpose of replenishing 
coal bins ai d to obtain other material 
necessary to the transaction of busi 
ness. 
The attempt of the mayor to compro­ 
m ise the strike was a failure, as it was 
doomed to be. 
The Employers’ asso­ 
ciation knows that a “ settlement 
of 
the strike in this way means reinstate­ 
ment of the very men they are now 
fighting, subjection, to the sympathetic 
strike rule, etc., and they declined to 
accept any compromise. 
The strikers

Found Near By ron After Being Over 
a Month in River. 


A t 3:30 Saturday afternoon Charles 
Anderson, residing near Byron, found 
the body of Roy Gay lord, who was 
drowned in the river March 27. 
Gay lord, with a friend named Col 
ton, were at work near the Hoising ton 
farm to the southeast of Rockford, 
and were stretcning a cable across the 
river when the accident happened. 
Tae boat in which they were working 
tipped over, the 
occupants being 
thrown into the river. 
Colton re­ 
g ained the skiff 
but Gay lord was 
thrown some distance from the craft 
and floated down the stream. 
Being 
unable to swim he could not battle 
with the 
swift 
current 
and 
he 
drowned shortly after the boat tipped 
over. 
S. E. Hosing ton, for whom Gay lord, 
worked, and others in the vicinity , 
drag g ed 
the river with g rappling 
hooks but were unable to recover the 
body. 
Several times since the acci 
dent it was thoug ht Gay lord’s body 
had been seen floating down the river, 
but no one was close enoug b to re­ 
move from 
the river 
what 
they 
thoug ht to be the body. 
Charles Anderson, the man who 
found the body, was walking along 
the river bank two miles from By ron 
when he discovered it ly ing close to 
the bank, it having floated in around 
a bend in the river and into a quiet 
bayou, about three miles from the 
Hosing ton farm, where the drowning 
occurred. 
Coroner Atwood of Stillman Valley 
was notified and took charg e of the 
remains. A t the inquest S. E. Hos­ 
ing ton was present and identified the 
body. I t has not been decided what 
will be done with the remains. Gay ­ 
lord has relatives living in Wisconsin 
and they may oome for the remains, 
removing them to the old home at 
Williams Bay. Wls.
